Georgia’s Progress. 

In another column. will.be found a sy- 
nopsis of some of the figures which will 
illustrate the forthcoming report of the 
comptroller-general of this state. They 
are of a nature to indicate that Georgia 
has made considerable and substantial 
progress despite the terribly hard times 
that have oppressed all sections of the 
union during the past year. The decrease 
in wealth there shown does not represent 
by many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars the actual shrinkage in values caused 
by the financial policy of John Sher- 
man. The actual loss has been largely 
retrieved by other gains and the aggre- 
yates of shrinkage are considerably be- 
low last year’s showing. This is a record 
that no other southern state can produce, 
unless it be Texas, and we very much 
doubt its ability to make a more favora- 
ble comparative showing. 

The loss by shrinkage in values in 
Georgia has been largely counterbalanced 
by the increased production of staples 
and the alinost absolute freedom from 
heavy debts enjoyed by our agricultur- 
ists and small merchants. Asa conse- 
quence they have not felt the loss of 
credit dependent upon a shrinkage of ac- 
tual values of property. The result, then, 
we argue to be favorable to the progress 
and stability of affairs in our state.

These, 
combined with prevailing vices of intem- 
perance and public license, conduce to 
epidemics and the death-roll is but the 
payment of the ‘death due to violated 
rules of health and public morals. 

No argument that we could use would 
strengthen these truths, and our vnly 
purpose in recalling attention to them is 
to impress upon the imiunicipal authori- 
ties of our southern. cities the absolute
